It isin the place we were up- 
on laft of Dr. Coward his Farther Thoughts 
p.35- where he fays, If God Annibilates your 
Fabpantial Spirit, it is ftill in bis Power to Re- 
Create it, and in bis DiJpofal to Re-Implant it in 
the Body or not---- 

Country-m. Hold, Hold, before you go fur- 
ther, I have a Word to put in here. If a 
thing be Annibilated, that is, Reducd to 
Nothing, isn’t it ? And I would Ask, whe- 
ther ther are feveral forts of Nothings ? Is 
ther one Bigger, and another Le/s; one Bet- 
ter, and another Worfe? If fo, then Nothings 
are Somethings. But in our Country Logick, 
Nothing is Nothing. And when the Being of 
any thing is taken away, it is no more any 
thing, nor can it be call’d IT, that is, This 
or That, for then it wou’d be Something. And 
if ther were 1000 things Created, yet it Can- 
not be faid, that This or That Nothing was 
Created. What is the Doéfor’s meaning then 
in faying Re-Created? For a thing can be 
Created but Once. Ther may be a new Cre- 
ation, but not of the fame thing, for when it 
is once Annibilated, it is Nothing. So that 
God may Create a new Soul, but that cannot 
be faid to be any Soul that was Annibilated. 
For a 1000 Souls may be <Annibilated, and 
which of thenr all is the New Soul that is 
Created? Thus if the Souls of all Aden are 
Annibilated at their Death, as the Doéfor fup- 
pofes, and that ther will be a New Creation 
of Souls at the Refurrection, Which Soul be- 
longs to which Body? Which is my Soul, 
and which is Yours? For None of thefe 
Souls was ever in a Body before. If a thing 
isto be Re-Prodac’d, it mnft be Rept fome- 
where and Preferu’d not. Annibilated or {uffer’d 
wholly to Perifh, : 

(2.) Rearf. Didn’t he tell you, as I 
Quoted him in my laft, that (our Life that 
8, our Soul) is Hid im God, till the Refur- 
rection,

Country-m. And as I told you laft time, he 
makes the Soul to be Nothing after Death, 
and fays it wholly Perifhes. And how is No- 
thing Hid in God? It is Eafy to Hide Nothing, 
for it Hides it felf from Every thing. 

Rebearf. But you muft not Fef with this 
Expreffion, for they are the words of the 
Apoftle, Col. iii. 3. For ye are Dead and your 
Life is hid with Chriff in God. 

Country-m. This was fpoken of our Life 
and Converfation here in this World, as the 
words before fhew, Set your Affeétions on things 
Above, and not on things on the Earth ; for ye 
are Dead, &c. So being Deadto the Carnal 
Pleafures of the World, our Life and the 
Pleafures of it are Hid from the World. and 
are with Chriff in God. As the fame Apo/fle 
fays in another place, Our Conver{ation is in 
Heaven. I hope you think this a very. Diffe- 
rent thing from the Interpretation the Dior 
gives of this Text, to Hide our Souls, aicer 
Death, after they are Annibilated, and wholly 
Perifhed. 


(3.) Rebearf? That is true indeed, and your 
fenfe of this Text is Juft. But let me go 
on. After this Suppofal of Aznibilation, he 
Proceeds to that of Tran{migration, that is, 
That the Sou] of a Man fhou'd be put intoa 
Beaft. What then ? 

Country-m. Then that Beaff wou'd be a 
Man. For it is not the Shape of the Body 
makes a Man. But what do’s he make all 
thefe Suppofes for ? 


(4.) Rebearf. He Suppofes too the Soul 
after Death to Sleep to the Refwrreciion, or 
Refide in the Concave of the Afoon. And 
the End for which he brings in all this, is, 
That in all thefe Cafes the Sou! is in the 
Power and Difpofal ofeGod. And the Infe- 
rence he makes from thence is, That you can- 
not Call this a Returning to God. If you do 
(Says he) then Certainly even the Beaf?s of the 
Field, 8c. may be faid to Return to God, (as I 
have before Quoted him) becaufe they are at 
His difpofsl.

And fays in 
his Farther Thoughts, p. 34. Pray make Your 
Text explain how wicked Souls go to God. To 
which the Anfwer was (as you have [ec it 
down) That tho’ they cou’d not be faid to 
Return to His Favour, yet they Return’d to 
Lim to be Fude’d by Him, and fo Return'd 
into His Hands or Power. 
' The Doéfor then immediately turns this 
Anfwer to him, as if it were an Argument 
brought to Prove that Souls do Return to 
G.d, becaufe they are in His Power; And 
thence Infers that, by the fame Reafon, 
the Souls of Beats, and every thing Elfe 
that isin the Power of God, may be faid 
to Returnto Him. Thus wilfully miftaking 
the Solving an Objection, for the Proof of 
the Argument. The Proof isin the Text which 
fays, ‘That the Soul returns to God who gave 
it. And the Do&or has made all this Work 
to get Rid of it, And in my Opinion, has 
Confirm’d it the more, by thefe fort of 
Obj. ions he has Rais'd againft it ; the Pro-

Which 
fl fhou'd Propofe to you in the Order as 
they Ly, I doubt not of your giving as good 
Anitwers-as to the Former; but I’m afraid 
the World woud grow weary of Us, and 
Cry out again, That we were Serious too 
Long together.
